Changes in the Board, during the year, 

Mr. H. F. Blanford, F.R.S. , having left India on furlough, 
vacated his Trusteeship in May 1887, and the Asiatic Society of 
Bengal, appointed Mr. A. Pedler to succeed him, Mr. H. B. 
Medlicott, P.R.S., resigned his Trusteeship on the 26th of 
April 1887, and the Trustees nominated Dr. W. King as 
Trustee in his place. Lieut.-Col. R. V. Riddell, R.E., 
resigned his Trusteeship in June 1887, and the Trustees nomi- 
nated Lieut.-Col. G. S. Neill as Trustee in his place. 

Raja Rajendra MuUick, Rai Bahadur, who had been a 
Trustee since June 1869, died on the 14th April, and the 
Government of India appointed Surgeon-Major G. King, 
M.B., Superintendent of the Royal Botanical Gardens, Seeb- 
pore, to the vacant Trusteeship.

The Finance Committee has had twelve regular meetings, 
at which the accounts have been examined and the expendi- 
ture controlled. 

There were six meetings of the Visiting Committee — at 
which all matters relating to the internal management of the 
Museum were discussed before suggesting measures for the 
orders of the Trustees in meeting, and the collections in- 
spected." 

A special Sub-Committee was held in December, to examine 
and repoi*t on the action of tin on specimens of economic pro- 
ductSj and another was held in January 1888, to consider the 
plans of the new building for the economic collections. 

A special meeting of the Trustees was held on the 2nd of 
February 188S to discuss the question of maintaining a com- 
petent establishment for the proper working out, in a scienti- 
fic manner, of the various collections now in charge of the 
Indian Museum, and also to consider the question whether 
the systematic study of Economic Entomology can be taken 
up by anyone of the officials of the Indian Museum.

Administeation Report. 



Zoological and Arohaologieal Section. 

The state of Dr. Anderson's health not permitting' him to 
return to India, he retired from the service on an invalid pen- 
sion from the 6th March 1887> and Mr. Wood- Mason was 
permanently appointed to the post of Superintendent from 
the same date^and has held charge of the Museum for the 
whole of the year. 

The Trustees desire to place on record their high apprecia* 
tion of Dr. Anderson's services to the Museum during his %t 
years' service, and of the zeal and energy he ever displayed in 
its organisation, and the maintenance of its efficiency. 

With the kind assistance of Professor Flower, as noted in 
last year's report, Mr. W. L. Sclater was selected to fill Mr. 
Wood-Mason's place as Deputy Superintendent, and was duly 
appointed by the Secretary of State. He joined his appoint- 
ment on the 21st November 1887, and the Trustees have 
^very reason to feel satisfied with Professor Flower's selection. 

A great deal of Mr. Wood- Mason's time has again been 
taken up with the work in connection with the formation of 
collections illustrative of Indian silkworms andsilk^ for which 
purpose he was deputed, with the sanction of Government, who 
gave a grant of fi400 for the purpose, to visit Mussoorie and 
the neighbourhood, where he was successful in finding several 
species. He has also devoted much of his time to the 
study of silk worm diseases ; but as the Trustees found that 
these investigations involved the sacrifice of other equally 
important duties in the Museum, they thought it desirsU^le, on 
t^he completion of the materials for the collections asked for 
by Government, to hand over the work of arrangement and 
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distribution to Mr. Cotes, and also to recommend that 
microscopic investigations into silkworm diseases and other 
similar, enquiries should be conducted by the experts at- 
tached to the Sanitary Commissioner's oflSce. The Trus- 
tees have always recognised the importance of having a bio- 
logical laboratory attached to the Museum, but the staff of 
o£Bcers at their disposal is too small to permit of any extensive^ 
series of observations of this kind being undertaken in the 
Museum itself, and they consider the work will be better done 
by experts thoroughly practised in such enquiries. 

The Trustees hope that the Superintendent will now be able 
to devote more of his attention to his own special subjects, and 
complete the catalogues of Mantoidea and Crustacea. 

The addition of another officer to the working staff has been 
most welcome.. Mr. Sclater has, since his arrival, thoroughly 
overhauled the collection of Mammals, and the Trustees hope 
that he will soon be able to carry on to completion the cata- 
logue of Mammalia commenced by Dr» Anderson. 

Mr. Cot^s has done good service in bringing out Parts 1 
and II of the Catalogue of the described species of Indian 
Moths, which be has compiled in conjunction with Colonel 
Swinhoe, 

The attention of the Trustees has been drawn to the impor- 
tance of investigating Insect Pests, and to other enquiries 
in connection wit^h Economic Entomology, and they have plac- 
ed the conduct of these enquiries in the hands of Mr. Cotes. 
He has already compiled two pamphlets on the Wheat and 
Rice Weevil, and on Insecticides, and these have been printed 
by the Revenue and Agricultural Department for distribution. 

The Trustees are pleased to observe from the Superinten- 
dent's report that the other members of the Museum Staff 
have done good work during the year.

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Mn Chapman, the Librarian^ has nearly completed a new 
catalogue of the Library, which was much wanted* 

The want of more accommodation for work-rooms in the 
Museuni has been much felt since the arrival of Mr Sclater, 
and the expansion of the work of Mr. Cotes. Arrangements 
have been under consideration for providing additional accom- 
modation of the kind required, by roofing over the south-west 
corner of the Museum, or by erecting work-rooms on the roof, 
but the expense of doing so will be a heavy tax on the re- 
sources of the Museum. 

Full details of the working of the Zoological and ArchsBo- 
logical Sections of the Museum, and of the accessions thereto, 
will be found in the Superintendent's report ; but the Trustees 
would note that the additions to the Zoological collections 
have been more than usually numerous and important. No 
less than 500 distinct species of marine animals have been 
contributed by the Marine Survey. A collection of birds has 
also been received from the Afghan Boundary Commission 
through the British Museum. 

A collection of Coins has been received from the British 
Museum, but they have not yet been arranged. 

The thanks of the Trustees are due to Commander A. 
Carpenter, R.N. commanding the Indian Marine Survey 
Steamer '^ Investigator," and the oflScers of the Marine Survey 
for numerous valuable contributions. Also to Mr. Worsley 
of the Eastern Extension^ Australia and China Telegraph 
Company; Dr. Hungerford of Hong Kong; Mr. W. H. P. 
Driver of Banchi, who has contributed several skulls and 
pre -historic remains; to Branch Pilot Daly, Mr. R. Bruce 
Foote, Professors Simon, Selenka and BelL 

The Trustees have sanctioned the production of a work by 
Mr. W. L. Distant on Oriental Cicadidae, to be published in 
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three parts with plates. The expense of the work is estimated 
at about Rs. 1,500. 

Economic Section. 

Regarding the Economic Section there is little to record j 
the collections belonging to the Government of Bengal were 
handed over to the Trustees on the 1st April ; the state of* 
those collections at the time of transfer was f ullj reported on 
in the last annual report. 

Beyond commencing the re-arrangement of the scientifie 
collection of Economic Products, based upon Dr. Watt's '* Dic- 
tionary/' the Trustees have been able to do little towards 
adding to and working out the collections handed over to 
them, owing to the want of proper accommodation, as re- 
ported last year. 

They are glad, however, that there is an immediate prospect 
of the long promised additional wing being built ; in fact, the 
preliminary operations of clearing the site have already com- 
menced, and it is hoped that the building may be ready for 
occupation next year. 

The greater part of the time of the Assistant Curator has 
been taken up with work connected with the Glasgow 
Exhibition, and his services were placed at the disposal of 
Messre. Finlay, Muir & Co., Agents for the Exhibition, for 
three months, from July to October, to enable him to visit Glas- 
gow, and make preliminary arrangements for the exhibits 
from India. During his absence, Mr. A. Macdonell, of the 
Presidency College, oflBciated as Assistant Curator, at a very 
trying time of the year, when all his energies had to be 
devoted to the preservation of the exhibits in the galleries 
from damp, occasioned by flooding during the rains, and also 
from white ants and 6ther vermin* 

The arrangements proposed for the collections have been 
fully set out in the Assistant Curator's report, but the carry- 
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ingout of them must perforce be deferred until the oompletiou 
of* the new building. The Trustees, however, hope to be able to 
arrange for filling up some of the many gaps that now exist 
in the scientific collection of Economic Products before 
referred to. 

With the exception of the Head Clerk, Baboo Sri Narain 
Dutt, the staff of the Economic Section have worked well 
under great difficulties. Mr. D*Cruz deserves special mention 
for his work in connection with the Economic collection, and 
Babus Phani Bhusun Dutt, and Devendro Nath Dhur, have 
done well, in charge respectively of the Ethnological and Art- 
ware Courts. 

The question of the sale of Art- ware was raised during the 
year. The Trustees consider that it is undesirable to employ 
the Museum officials as salesmen; but they have arranged that 
the local dealers in objects that may be of some Economic or 
Art value shall be allowed to exhibit selected articles for sale 
in an annexe of the Museum, and be given all reasonable facili- 
ties for procuring specimens from different parts of India. 

The Trustees' Office. 

In the Trustees* office the work has been unusually heavy, 
owing to the addition of the Economic Section. An extra 
clerk was appointed as copyist, and paid by the Economic 
Section, Without this help, the work could not have been 
carried on. The Head Clerk and Accountant, Babu Chunder 
Coom'ar Chatterji, has been attentive to his duties. 

The accounts for the year have been duly audited and passed. 

The collections are, so far as is known, in good order and 
preservation.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTMDENT 

For the year 1887-88. 



SUPKRINTBNDBNT. 

As in the previous years, so in the past, till November 
2l8t, the Museum has been without one of its two respon- 
sible scientific officers, and the care of all the collections, with 
the exception of the dried insects, has devolved upon me till 
that date when the newly-appointed Deputy-Superintendent 
arrived and relieved me of the charge of the Vertebrata. 

The greater portion of my public and private time has for 
nearly the whole year heen devoted to the rearing and the 
preserving of the material required for the fourteen Zoological 
Collections illustrative of Indian Sericulture, which had been 
called for by the Government of India for distribution to as 
many institutions and individuals in Europe and in this 
country. This material was, on completion, and after careful 
checking, made over, by the order of the Trustees, to Mr. 
Cotes, the Assistant in charge of the Entomological Collec- 
tions, to be mounted and arranged for distribution. In the 
interests of these collections, I was, in the end of October, 
deputed for a fortnight to the Mussoorie Hills, whence I 
brought back a fine series of one of the most important and 
little-known species, besides a small general zoological 
collection for the Museum. In connection with this work, 
I described and superintended the preparation of coloured 
drawings of the larvae of several of the species. 

A considerable portion of my time was also given to the 
microscopic examination, and to the study, of diseased silk-

worms, on which I prepared reports for the Governments of 
Bengal, Assam, and the Punjab. On January 9th, I was 
deputed by the Qpvernmeut of Bengal, with the sanction of 
the Trustees, to Berbampore, for the purpose of acquainting 
myself with the progress made and the methods employed by 
Mr. Mukherji in the conduct of the operations for the 
eradication of p^brine disease from amongst silkworms, 
with a view to offering suggestions as to the future conduct 
of those operations ; and on %3rd January I submitted to the 
Director of Agriculture a report of the results of my 
mission in the form of the Proceeding^i of 9, Meeting of 
persons ep^raged ia th^ silk industry, at which the subject 
was very (ully discussed. 

I arranged the collection of human crania in the room 
which was designed a^ the Superintendents Office, but which 
without artificial light is toQ dark for that purpose. 

Finally, I have ckaned, classified, and partially named all 
the marine animals which are entered in Appendix I>, and 
amongst which are induded all the specknens that liave been 
dredged up during the past year by the ** Investigator /*^ and 
I have contributed to Commander Carpenter's Administration 
Report a tabular statement of the results of those dredgings. 

I hjive only found time for writing three papers. Two 
short ones, illustrated by one plate, on Crustacea, and a third, 
illustrated by four plates^ on the objects unearthed at the 
Neolithic Station ac Ranchi, the three in the Journal of the 
Asiatic Society of Bengal. 

Deputy S,up«eintendbnt. 

Mr. W. L. Sclater reached Calcutta on November 20th 
and took over charge of the Office of Deputy Superin- 
tiendentji and of the Vertebrate Collections, from me on th« 
2 
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fallowing morning. At my reqaert he at once ecmmenoed 
on the continuation of the Catalogue of the Mammalia 
which had been begun by my predecessor. Dr. Anderson, 
and by the end of the year had made so much progress as 
to have already entered Ott the final ot literary stage in the 
eataloguing (^ the order CantMivera. He has also commenced 
the fffiudy of the deep-sea fishea which had been made over 
io him by me ta be worked out, and he hae sorted i^ more 
or less completely named the fishes and reptiles received 
dujring^ the past twe years. 

The amount of work overtaken by Mr. Sclater is satis- 
factory. 

FiEST Assistant to the Superintendent. 

Mr. E. C. Cotes has worked with commendable zeal and 
industry throughout the year. In addition to the routine 
work of the iusect-room, whch has been heavy, but which 
nevertb^sft he has never filled: to keep up to date, he has 
published Part II, oontaiaiug the Bombyces, of the 
Catalogue of Indian Movhs, which he is compiling with the 
help of Colonel S^wiiihoe, Mr. P.. Moore, Lord Walsingham, 
and M. Baganot,, asid be has revised Pait III, eomprising' 
ike Noctues,. which is almost ready to be printed o£E; he haa 
prosecuted with vigour the study of Economic Eptotoology 
to which he was in March last directed to turn his attention, 
and in connection therewith he has already written "A 
preliminary Report on the Wheat and Rice Weevil of India,'' 
and "A Note on the Experimental Introduction of Insecticides 
into India,'' forming the first two parts of a serial entitled 
'* Notes on Economic Entomology." 

On the 8th March, the zoological material illustrative of 
Indian sericulture, winch had been prepared by the Superin- 
tendent, was made ovei^ to him to be mounted and arranged 
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for distribution, in which work satisfactory progress had been 
made by the end of the year. 

Second Assistant to the Superintendent. 

In ad lition to much general Museum work, Mr. O. L. 
Fraser has mounted in an admirable manner the skeleton of 
the huge tortoise presented some years ago by His Excellency 
the Viceroy, and continued the cleaning, the listing, and the 
registering of the contents of the cabinets containing the 
study collection of bird skins, of which he has overtaken about 
one-third, or 4,500 specimens approximately, since he com- 
menced the work on 29th November 1886. 

Mr. Fraser has been usefully employed throughout the 
year. 

Librarian, Registrar, and Head of the Superintendent's 

Office. 

Mr. B. L. Chapman, the details of whose work have already 
been submitted to the Trustees, has worked hard and regu- 
larly throughout the year. The neat manner in which he has 
registered the specimens, and the intelligence he has displayed 
in carrying out in detail my general instructions as to the 
preparation of the new Library Catalogue, are praiseworthy and 
gratifying. 

Superintendent's Clerk. 

Mr. Fleming has maintained his character as a first-rate 
clerk. 

Taxidermists. 

In addition to their ordinary work in the Museum, these 
men have been chiefly employed for the last two months in 
macerating and cleaning numerous skulls and skeletons of 
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Mammalia in a small house in the subarbs (which_it had been 
found necessary to hire for the purpose) to permit of the speci- 
mens being properly examined and compared in compiling the 
Catalogue of Mammalia^ which is being continued by Mr. 
Sclater. 

Additions. 

Seven thousand and thirty-seven specimens were acquired 
and brought on to the books of the Museum during the year, 
and the accompanying statement shows their distribution 
amongst the various sections represented in the Museum.

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Of these additions, I would especially direct attention to the 
extenisivG collection of marine animals (including the types of 
the Amphipods described by Dr. Giles in the Journal of the 
Asiatic Society of Bengal) contributed hf Commander 
Carpenter, R. N., D. S. O., and the Officers of H. M. I. M. 
Survey Steamer "Investigator/* a collection consisting of 
upwards of five hundred distinct species (exclusive of surface 
organisms, alcyonariatt corals, &c., Which it has not been 
considered desirabk or possible to sort or to count), of whi6h a 
summary statement is appended ; to the smaller marine collec- 
tions {a) from the Malayan Archipelago, collected by Mr. 
Worsley, and presented by tke Eastern Extension, Australia 
and China Telegraph Company ; {b) from Hongkong, contri- 
buted through myself by Dr. Hungerford, and {c) from Port 
Blair purchased from Mr. Booleyj to the skeletons and 
skulls of aborigines of Ranchi, obtained through the exertions 
of Mr. W. H. P. Driver, and to the pre-historic antiquities 
obtained by the same gentleman in the same district, and 
described and figured by me in the Journal of the Asiatic 
Society of Bengal ; to the Birds received from the Afghan 
Boundary Delimitation Commission through the British 
Museum, which supplement the fine series presented last year 
by Lieutenant-Colonel Yate, C.S.I,, and reported on by 
Dr. Scully in the Journal of the Asiatic Society ; to the fine 
specimens of fishes trawled off the Sandheads by Branch-Pilot 
Daly; to the small collection of Sikkim moths in excellent 
preservation which has been obtained from Mr. O. Moller in 
exchange for the determination of his collection by Mr. Cotes 
and Colonel Swinhoe, as Well as to the named specimens 
contributed by the latter; to the collections of Arachnoidea 
from the Andamans (presented by Mr. R. D. Oldham) and 
Tavoy (Moti Ram collector) which have been named and 
described by M. Simon, the eminent French Arachnologist, 
and to the named collection of European and North African 
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Araclmoidea presented by the namer^ M. Simon; to the named 
British species of Coccidse presented by Mr. E. T. Atkinson^ 
which will be useful in the determination of the Asiatic 
species ; to the Gephyrea from Mergui named^ as well as to 
the named specimens from other parts of the world, present- 
ed, by Professor Selenka ; to the Mergui Holothurians named 
by Professor Bell ; to the Neolithic implements from South 
India collected by, and received in exchange from, Mr. B. 
Bruce Foote, our chief authority on Indian pre-historic matters. 

The number of new and remarkable animals acquired 
during the year is unprecedented in the history of the 
Museum, a result which is largely due to the continued exer- 
tions of Commander Carpenter, ft. N., D. S. O., and his 
officers, all of whom without exception take the liveliest 
interest in the dredging and other collecting operations 
whenever their duties permit of any natural history work 
being done. In these circumstances, I would recommend that 
a special vote of thanks be accorded to this distinguished 
officer and his assistants for their services to the Museum 
in the present and past years, and forwarded to him through 
the usual official channel.

The collection of Arachnoidea and earthworms formed by 
myself and collector in the Mussoorie Hills and the Dehra Dun^ 
to M. E. Simon of Paris, and to Professor Bourne of Madras, 
respectively, both of whom are preparing^ papers for the Asiatic 
Society's Journal; and CicadidsB to Mr. W. L. Distant, for 
the monograph he is preparing for the Museum. 

Library. 

Three hundred and seventy-five volumes were presented to 
the Library, and five hundred and sixteen were purchased 
during the year. 

The whole of the Catalogue of the Books in the Library 
was prepared for the press, and about one-fourth of it was 
put into type. 

The Public. 
The Museum was closed to the public according to the 
Byelaws from the 1st to 15th May, and from 1st to 15th 
November. The number of visitors to the Museum during 
the two hundred and thirty -nine days on which the institu- 
tion was opened to the general public was four hundred and 
ninety-nine thousand and sixty, or nearly half a million, or a 
daily average of two thousand and eighty-eight. 

Condition or the Collections. 
All the study collections, both those preserved in spirit and 
those in the dry state, are in excellent order ; and the skins 
of the larger mammalia and the bones of the vertebrata ge- 
nerally, which have Iain for so long tinned up in boxes in our 
store-rooms and in one of the Exhibition sheds, are at last 
being cared for.

I have the honour to submit the Annual Report of the 
Economic and Art Section of the Indian Museum for the 
year lb87.88. 

2. From the commencement of the financial year 1887-88^ 

j^^^ this section of the Museum^ which hitherto 

formed a separate institution under the 

direct control of the Government of Bengal, was brought 

under the Trustees of the Indian Museum by Act IV of 1887. 

S. The scheme sanctioning the amalgamation of the Bengal 

« . ^.. ,^ . Economic Museum with the Indian Mu- 
Establishment. 

seum also provided the establishment 

which the Government considered necessary for the main- 
tenance of the collections transferred. On taking charge of 
the collections, however, the Trustees found that the establish- 
ment provided not only fell short of that previously existing 
but of the minimum necessary for the conservation of the 
articles placed under their charge. On representing this 
matt'er to Government, His Honor the Lieutenant Governor 
of Bengal was pleased to sanction an establishment which 
is sufficient for the wants of the Economic Section as it now 
stands. Excluding the salary of the officer in charge of the 
collections {i.e. of the former Secretary and the present 
Assistant Curator), but including the extra establishment 
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retained since the Calcutta Exhibition^ the different amounts of

7. The arrangement of the specimens in this branch has 
not been disturbed^ nor is it desirable to take active steps 
towards increasing and completing the collection until the 
new Museum building is erected. A tentative classification will 
consist in the arrangement of models and specimens under — 

I. Aryan races. 

II. Mongolian races of Burma, Assam, and the. Eastern Hima- 
layas. 

III. Eolarian races of Central India. 
lY. Dravidian races of South India.

Under each class will be arranged the models of the various 
races and tribes belonging to it^ with the specimens belong- 
ing to each race placed around the model.

8. The work of the year was mainly devoted to making as 

# v ^^(^^ progress as possible in the carrying 
out of the above programme. The state of 
the buildings^ and want of funds, stand in the way of rapid 
progress in the work of completing the Collections. In the 
Art Ware Court, the specimens were already arranged under 
the classes enumerated above. The very large collection of 
fabrics was, however, not so systematically arranged, and 
they have since been re-arranged. Many of the specimens 
in this Court have, however, been stored for want of proper 
cases and room« 

9. In re*arranging the art-specimens a complete and de- 
scriptive list of Indian Art Ware, containing all recorded in- 
formation on the subject, based to a considerable extent on 
information collected for recent Exhibitions, has been found 
ab^olutely necessary. Such a list will hot only serve as a 
guide for the Museum establishment for the arrangement 
and classification of the Collections, but will aid the Trustees 
in deciding what articles should be procured for the com- 
pletion of the CoUectionai For this purpose advantage has 
been taken of the Glasgow International Exhibition to 
compile a work on '' Indian Art Manufactures, '' which will 
shortly be published. 

10. Such a list, though not a dedcriptive one^ was already 
available for the Economic Branch. It was compiled in 
the Revenue and Agricultural Department, from Dr. Watt's 
Catalogirefl, and it showed almost all the names of Indian pro- 
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dacts now knowiij arranged alphabetically under their differ- 
ent uses. As stated before^ the Trustees have decided to have 
two sets of Economic specimens^ viz. (I) arranged according 
to natural orders ; (2) arranged alphabetically according to 
uses. The Museum did not possess the first set, and it has 
now only been commenced. The Museum, however, did pos- 
sess a Collection classified accordiog to the uses to which the 
articles are put, and the list above referred to was found 
very useful in checking this Collection, which has been 
re-arranged, leaving blank spaces for those specimens which 
do not exist in the Museum, and which have to be collected, 
and removing all unnecessary duplicates and spoilt samples 
from the cases. This work has been finished with the 
help of an additional temporary establishment, and the next 
stage of the work, viz. collection of fresh specimens will now 
be commenced. Specimens for the Scientific Collection will be 
obtained simultaneously with those required for the Collection 
No* II. But the progress towards the completion of this work 
will largely depend on the funds that will be available for 
purchase of specimens, for cases, and for an establishment 
that will be necessary to arrange the specimens. 

11. A classification of the Ethnological specimens was com- 
menced during the year, but it was found impossible to pro- 
ceed with it until all the articles have been properly labelled. 
The clerk in charge is, therefore, engaged in doing the labeU 
ling work. 

12. The above work was done only with what little time 
could be spared from the more oneroild work of conserva- 
tion of the specimens. About one branch of the Section 
Mr. Macdonell thus reported to the Honorary Secretary to 
the Trustees in July last : — " In the Ethnological Collections 
there are thousands of specimens, and one clerk to look after 
them, and if he is to do that properly, it will occupy nearly 
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all his time/' That remark equally applies to other branches^ 
and it has been found extremely difficult to spare any time 
for any other work than that of looking after the specimens. 
In a climate like that of Lower Bengal, specially during 
the rains, the preservation of the specimens in good order has 
been found to be one of the most difficult tasks of the Muse- 
um establishment. Most of the specimens, specially woollen 
goods in the Art Ware Court, seeds and grains in the* Econo- 
mic Court, and articles made out of animal substances in the 
Ethnology Court, are subject to constant attacks of weevils 
and worms, if an incessant watch is not kept upon them. 
Even articles made of tough wood are not free from such 
ravages. Camphor, cresol, naphthaline, turpentine, kerosine 
oil, corrosive sublimate and bisulphide of carbon, are the 
different poisons used for different kinds of substances, and the 
preserving capabilities of these poisons will be closely observ- 
ed during the coming rainy weather. It is hoped that when 
the specimens are removed to the new building, the construc- 
tion of which is now imder contemplation, the task of pre* 
^erving the specimens will be less difficult than it is now. 
The condition of the buildings in which the specimens are 
now kept not only makes them subject to animal pests, but it 
throws much additional work on the establishment after every 
storm by necessitating a thorough examination of the speci- 
mens. 

13. During the year under report a valuable addition has 

been made in the Art Ware Court by the 
New specimens. , ^. « . , _ % 

presentation of specimens returned from 

the Colonial and Indian Exhibition. Most of these articles 
were those purchased from Government funds for the Ex- 
hibition, and their total value amounted to B6,378. Of these 
the most important are jewellery and filigrain work, value 
B606; wood-carving B;3,446; cotton fabrics B;784 ,* silk

fabrics B215; and embroidery B 1^495. Besides those pur- 
chased from Government funds for the Exhibition, 178 speci- 
mens of various kinds of art-ware sent to London by private 
parties have been received back in the Museum as " presenta- 
tions/' Among these, the most important article is a beauti- 
fully embroidered harness and saddle-cloth of the value of 
B600, which was sent to the Colonial and Indian Exhibition 
by Maharaja Eissen Pratap Sahai of Saran. Two articles 
were purchased during the year from the Museum funds, 
viz,, a Buddha figure in bronze for B75, and an illuminated 
Pali manuscript for BISO. Altogether, 307 articles have been 
added to the Art Ware Court during the year, of which a 
detailed statement is appended. 

14. In the Economic Branch a very large number of 
Economic products were obtained from the Revenue and 
Agricultural Department of the Government of India, 
together with 252 tin specimen cases, and 220 strong tin 
boxes to store the surplus quantities. A large quantity of 
surplus specimens has been transferred from the Revenue 
and Agricultural Department with these boxes, but for want 
of time these have not yet been examined. Most of the 
articles in the specimen cases have been incorporated with the 
Museum Collection. A revised list is now being prepared of 
the specimens that have been retained from the old collection 
and of those which have been added. 

15. In the Ethnological Department the most important 
additions made during the year are 36 new life-sized models 
of Indian races. The heads of these races were made for the 
Colonial and Indian Exhibition to which they were not sent, 
and" they were lying in an unrepaired state in the godowns. 
These have now been repaired and included in the Museum 
Collection. Besides the models, 91 specimens have also been 
added to the Ethnological Branch, of which 41, consisting 0£ 
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a collection of peasant jewellery^ have been received back 
from the Colonial and Indian Exhibition. 

16. The Economic and Art Section possesses an annual grant 
of BS^OOO for contingent expenses^ conservation of specimens 
and purchase of new articles. This grant was husbanded last 
year, in order to enable the Trustees to supply as far as 
possible the deficiencies in the Collections during the present 
year (1888-89). A saving of Bl,798-13 was made from this 
grant during the year, which, together with the grant of 
B3,000 for 1889, will make a total sum of B;4,798-13 avail- 
able for coutingect expenses and purchase of specimens. It 
has been proposed to utilise whatever portion of this sum will 
be left after paying the expenses of conservation of speci- 
mens in the purchase of new samples and preparation of cases 
for the Art Ware and Economic Courts.

order. 

18. Attached to the Art Ware Branch is a collection of 
European manufactures which were pre- 
sented to the Museum by the exhibitors 
at the Calcutta International Exhibition on condition of their 
being exhibited in their respective names. The shed where this 
Collection is kept has been called in previous reports '' The 
Industrial Court.*' The Collection is necessarily very in- 
complete, and no addition has been made to it during the year. 

29. The Bengal Economic Museum possessed a valuable 
collection of Indian timbers which were kept as a sub-branch 
of the Economic Department. The larger portion of these 
specimens was cut up to form an arch for the Colonial and 
Indian Exhibition which has since been returned, and will be 
arranged here during the current year. 
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20. During the year under report collections of Economic 
Economic CoUec. Products have been supplied through the 

tions of foreign Qov- Economic and Art Section to the Govem- 
vernmenta. ^^^^^ ^j Bombay, North- West Provinces, 

Burma, and Central Provinces, the Australian colonies of 
Victoria, New South Wales, South Australia, and Tas- 
mania, and to the Government of Russia. 

21. The Trustees also permitted me to take up the work of 
arranging for the supply of Indian Art Ware specimens for 
the Glasgow International Exhibition. A very comprehen- 
sive collection of Art-manufactures was collected from Upper 
India and sent to Glasgow, consisting of 2,897 private ex- 
hibits, and about 4,000 purchased exhibits, besides what 
has been sent direct from Punjab, Bombay, Madras and 
Burma. An important feature in this Exhibition will be the 
large number of private exhibitors who have sent their 
goods to it on their own account. In order to make the 
preliminary arrangements for this Exhibition, the Trustees 
allowed me to proceed to Glasgow in July last, and during the 
three months of my absence Mr. A. MacDonnell had charge 
of this section of the Indian Museum. 

22. With a view of encouraging trade in art-manufactures 
and products, and also to obtain specimens when the time 
comes for exhibiting foreign products in the Indian Museum, 
the Economic and Art Section is also in communication with 
a few gentlemen interested in the subject in Europe and 
Australia. 

23. With the same object, i.e. promotion of trade in new 
products, the Trustees have also asked the co-operation of the 
Government of India in obtaining the wholesale prices of the 
least known piroducts from all parts of India. 
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24. To encourage the sale ot art-manofactares the Trustees 
have allowed Messrs. Hazarimul and Bam Chand| dealers at 
Calcutta in Indian Art Ware^ to open a stall in a room adjoin- 
ing the Art Court for the sale of pottery as an experimental 
measure. Suitable specimens of pottery are now being collected 
from different parts of India. If this experiment succeeds^ 
it is proposed to allow Messrs. Hazarimul and Ram Chand to 
include in this Collection specimens of other classes of art- 
ware. The two primary conditions under which they have 
been allowed this privilege are^(l) that only specimens of 
some artistic or economic value are kept at the stall, and (2) 
that reasonable prices are charged.
